SHOT AT ANOTHER SISTEE 


How the Ancient BnddhUt Prierti 


Preyed Upon tbe Susceptible. 


Some time ago I read in The Weekly 


Times of Tokyo, Japan, about an old steel 
mirror that when held to a strong light 
was said to reflect the imago of Buddha. 
This was attributed by the editor to su- 
perstition, if I am not mistaken. An old 
8te*l Japanese mirror has come into my 
possession, which when held to a strong 
light distinctly reflects the image of a 
child Buddha, full length, with arms ex- 
tended upward orer the head. 


There is no mistaking this, for I am 


neither 
sentimental 
nor 
superstitions. 


This, I think, has been produced by some 
old time Japanese artist. I think that 
gteel has been inlaid into steel after the 
manner of damascene work, then the 
whole face of the mirror polished. 
The 


grain of tbe damascene work, being dif- 
ferent from the body of the steel mirror, 
reflects the figure as inlaid, while the mir- 
ror shows only a clear, polished steel sur- 
face. The object of this is quite clear to 
me. When euch a mirror was shown to 
the people, it would bo to them a mystery 
and could be palmed off as a "miracle" 
and would draw them closer to Bud- 
dhism. Of'course there is nb such thing 
HS a "miracle." To him who has attained 
Buddahood all things are clear. 
What 


Ignorant people do not understand design- 
ing men palm off as a miracle and draw 
people closer to their form of "belief." 


Since writing the aboye I have consult- 


ed S. Nomura, from whom I got tbe mir- 
ror. Mr. Nomura ia president of Benten 
& Co. of Kioto and informs me that he 
secured sis iairr(jrs in exchange for em- 
broideries from the priest or priests of one 
of the temples in Kioto. They were very 
old and very dirty. The priests in charge 
knew nothing of these mirrors, except 
that they were old mirrors, brought to the 
temple before their time. Mr. Nomura 
•upposed them to be old common steel 
mirrors nnd gave them to one of his serv- 
ants to polish with white powder and 
silk cloth. As he polished each one he 
laid it on the floor face up. When the 
sun struck the mirror, the man noticed in 
the reflection on the ceiling the form of tt 
child Buddha, and that was how the dis- 
covery was made. I have all the six mir- 
rors in my possession and have tested 
each one and found that each reflects a 
child Buddha, but not always the same, 
and some of the mirrors cast a different 
reflection, from others. These mirrors arc 
round, have loops to hang them up, and 
on the back are Buddhist characters.—

Play—Empty Gla»»es From Which 
Toa*t» Are Drunk—Vaudeville Cel- 
ery and Rora.1 Drama Turkey. 


"You folks who go to tie theater fre- 


quently, did you ever consider stage 
meals?" atked the old timer, who is well 
versed iu matters histrionic. "They are 
far from heinjr the lr-ast interesting fea- 
ture of a performance, niul quite often 
they attract more attention than the star 
himself. Except ia a few instances the 
stage meai has trailed a Ions way back 
of other theatrical features. Scenery has 
been improved and made more realistic; 
costumes have been regulated so that 
they fit the period of thu play in which 
they nre worn; acting itself has kept pace 
with the onward march of general prog- 
ress, but iht- stago meal has stuck. For 
years it has maintained a monotonous 
level for imperfection, and finally I have 
given up hope that it will ever reform. 


"The stage meal is the same, whether 


the hour be that of breakfast, luach»on, 
dinner or supper. If your seat is in the 
orchestra aud the stage is far above you, 
the meal doesn't eount for much, because 
you cannot see the awful waste that the 
table contains; but, should your seat be 
farther back, or in tlip balcony, tho weird 
conglomeration of stage food then be- 
comes altogether too apparent to tha eye. 
The stage meal is the same, whether it is 
being served in a tenement or whether it 
is spread in the overdressed parlor scene 
of the refined vaudeville sketch. The in- 
gredients seldom differ; only the dishes 
nre changed, while flowers cover a large 
plot of space. 


"Doubtless you have often observed the 


vaudeville meal. 
I mean the kind of 


spread which is set out when the sou- 
brette, in short skirts, trips in and trills, 
'I am expecting a young man here to dine 
With me today, and I have a nice little 
lunch all ready for him.' Yes, indeed, we 
all have seen that lunch. It fairly makea 
our mouths water. There is a tall dish, 


| for celery, with celery in, it. Celery is al- 


ways good for comie business, such as 
fanning the girl when she faints or dust- 
ing one's shoes. Well, as I was saying, 
there is celery, and a lot of it, in the tall 
dish. There are several rosy apples, an 
orange or two, a squad of rolls and per- 
haps a coffeepot. 
If the play is very 


realistic, there may be coffee in the pot, 
but if net—nay, nay. Bring in a stage 
hand, in a dress suit and tan shoes, first 
giving him what looks like a champagne 
bottle with water inside, and the delight- 
ful illusion is complete. I saw a meal 
like that the other afternoon on the stage, 
and after the male member of the sketch 
team had taken about three bites and 
spluttered out the coffee because it burn- 
ed him—very funny—he rose up and said 
with a smile: 
" 'There! I feel as if I couldn't eat an- 


other morsel for a week.' Well, I sup- 
pose many a time he hasn't bad the 
chance, being a veteran actor. 


"The vaudeville meal is not the only 


sparsely settled stage poke out. I have 
Been John Drew, after telling the audi- 
ence how hungry he was, in one way or 
another, for ten minutes, sit down amid 
beautiful scenery to an empty chafing 
dish and a bottle of real wine. I have 
always envied the actor who could have 
real wine and consider it a mark of real 
prosperity in the show that provides it. 
Still, wine without food is at times in- 
jurious, particularly when you see a cou- 
ple of characters in a society drama pour 
it into them for breakfast. Now, while I 
am speaking of wine, I'm going to talk 
about the stage toast 
In legitimate 


drama it will pass, but comic opera—ab, 
that's the word! 


"Ever seen a comic opera toast? Of 


course you have. Everybody has. Some- 
body on the stage cries, 'A. toast, a toast!' 
and then the baritone steps forward and 
levels his voice over the footlights. 
He 


baa an ablebodied L-p rin his hand, in 
which a chorus girl pours wine from an 
£mpty flagon, and then, prejjared for the 
song, the baritone lets go. 'And it's will 
ye quaff with me, my lads?' or something 
like that is what he says, and then he 
drinks. If there's an encore, which there 
usually is, he comes back and drinks 
again without the formality of refilling 
his glass. 
That's one kind of opera 


toast. Another kind is when everybody 
drinks together. The chorus and a couple 
of the principals get out in. front of the 
bouse and sing something like 'Oh, the 
raven black wine; Jet us sip-ip. Come, let 
ns sip-ip. Come, let us sip-ip.' I won't 
be sure about the color of the wine as 
characterized in the song, but I do re- 
member that toast. 
Everybody on the 


stage used to clink glasses (they were 
made of metal, of course) with enough 
force to break a pressed glass pitcher, 
and when they weren't clinking cups they 
were swinging them around their heads 
like a green quarter back making his first 
double pass. Of course it won't be nec- 
essary for me to state that the glasses 
.were all empty. 


• "Having discovered about meals that 
are spurious, let us now pay our respects 
In conclusion to the real articles. Where 
can you find them? Why, in the truly 
rural drama, with whistling wind, the 
driving snow, the real fruit tree, the ox 
team and the 'Annie Laurie' quartet. 
You all know the sort of show I refer to. 
The kind old man with whiskers and over- 
alls comes in from the barn and says: 
'Marthy, be thet turkey done yit? 
It 


smells all fired slick. Hello, who's thet 
there comin up tne road?' And, saying 
that, the dinner preparations go on, and 
finally they take a real turkey from a 
real stove and set it on a real table, with 
real cloth aud knives and forks and real 
bread and real conversation—everything 
real, in fact, except the actors. 
Some- 


times they are wooden. In these plays 
the members of the cast get so eick of 
turkey that^for ordinary meals off the 
stage they arc glad to tackle a tripe 
sandwich. After all, then, it becomes a 
question whether the actor with three 
rolls and an apple isn't the better situ? 
ated."—Brooklyn Eagle.

RUSSIA GETTING HOT 


Trade relations between the United 


States and Russia are becoming more 
strained daily. 
The Russian min- 


ister of finance appears to have adopt* 
ed an aggressive policy and seems de- 
termined to bring the United States to 
her knees. He has been hasty with re- 
talitory tariffs and yesterday a Rus- 
sian official intimated to the Associa- 
ted Press representative that all of 
the United States' trade with Russia 
•was in danger. Russia may be jroing, 
at too fast a pace. Unclo Sam is not 
an individual that takes easily to bull- 
dozing. The'whole matter grew out of 
the American 
interpretation of 
the 


Dingley tariff law relative To sugar im- 
ported from Russia. 
That law nro- 


vide*for a countervailing or balancing: 
duty to be imposed en sugars from a 
foreign country which enjoy a. rebate 
from the home government. 
Russia 


issues cetificates to exporters of sugars 
which are accepted by the government 
In payment of taxes on sugar subse- 
quently manufactured and which are 
freely discounted by Russian banks. 
These certificates are clearly a prem- 
ium to encourage1 the 
excitation °I 


sugar and the United States treasury 
h^s so held them to be, increasing the 
tariff on Russian 
sugar imports by 


the amount represented by. these certi- 
ficates. Russia objects to this ruling 
and has imposed high tariffs on other 
American goods and manufactures in 
punishment. 
The soundness of 
the 


treasury department's ruling is about to 
be tested In the United States' courts. 
If tha decision is with the department 
the Russian ministry will have an op- 
portunity to wonder what it is going to 
do about It. 


THE ALLEGED SUBCEBVICNCt OF 


CHUBCH AND COLLEGE 


To the charge of subserviency to tha 


money power, lightly preferred against 
the church and higher Institutions of 
learning, the baccalaureate sermons of 
this year certainly give an emphatic 
denial.

It IB in sweeping con- 


damnation of the massing of wealth 
and the ruthless gaining and exercis- 
ing at pow»r as the chief end and 
aim of life. One even casually glanc- 
ing at these addresses would be moved 
to the conclusion that the preachers 
had heard and felt the charges of sub- 
serviency and had risen to deny them 
in chorus. 


The university Is safely beyond the 


reach of the money power. It is placed 
there by the force of public opinion 
and will be kept there by the same 
force. No Institution of learning could 
exist and have the reputation of beins 
controlled in Its teachings. Even the 
most materialistic of parents would re- 
fuse to send their sons and daughters 
to a college or university known or 
understood to be subservient. 
Insti- 


tutions of learning will take all the 
money they can get and will spend U 
as it suHs them and continue to teach 
that which they think to fee truth. And 
!t will be a rare ease in which the ben- 
efactor will attempt to Interfere -with 
tho teachings. 
The Carnegles and 


Rockefellers are past caring very much 
about what kind of political economy 
is taught m the universities they lavish 
millions on. If they ever cared from 
selfish interest that day Is 'over. They 
have made their 
successes, and, in 


their desire for the approTal of their 
feTlowm^n, they will espouse the cause 
of the largest intellectual liberty. Such 
is one of the peculiarities of human 
nature and Its love of apolause. 


But all this is not so true of the 


church. The church stands In a dif- 
ferent -/elation to 
the people. 
The 


church comes closer to the man 0° 
money than does the university. 
In 


that and in the weekness of ber minis- 
ters—for ministers have weaknesses- 
lie her great danger. For ever the 
church fs a whole will ptand up for 
the Christian life in its fullness. Its 
teachings as a whole will always stand 
for this, even as they do now. But 
this is quite in the abstract, if we look 
at the church in the concrete, if we 
look at the church as she Is In the 
community, in the individual capacity 
as compared with her inthelarger.sense 
of a federated institution, we shall 
be led to believe that in many in- 
stances she falls far short of the ideal. 
To have a thriving church it is neces- 
sary to have money. To get money in. 
quantity it is best to pay attention to 
and go to where it is found in quan- 
tities. To get money in quantity from 
th'ose who have it in quantity it *s best 
not to be offensive to these moneyed 
persons. It is best to give those per- 
sons the chief seat, the chief place and 
the chief voice in the church. This 
is the easy way to have a thriving 
church, a church of large benevolence 
a'id great activities. 
Here is the Doint 


at which the complacent minister does 
injury, the minister who, unfortunate- 
ly for himself as for others, is nega- 
tive In character, inoffensive and want. 
ing in tha tspiritual integrity and force 
which is the supreme need of the m'n- 
istry. The minister who has not the 
fund of spirtual power to 
lead 
his 


church agressively is sure to be led by 
those persons'- on whom his church is 
main'y dependant and who are de- 
lighted to use him and his churches 
means by which they can let oft steam, 
having1 nothing else in particular to do 
Paens of praise go up for such a man 
while The people to whom he should 
minister are famishing for 
want of 


spiritual sustenance. 
It is the easy 


way of having a thriving church, an 
apparently thriving church, but not a 
church vigorous tn life and useful- 
ness, or at whose doors the people cla- 
mor for admittance at the hours of 
worship On Sunday. 


This" is the essential difference be- 


tween the institution of learning and 
the church. The institutions of learn- 
ing are far, very far away compara- 
tively, from the influence of those who 
have money but not ideals. The church 
la under that influence' permanently. 
As a rule the church battles for its 
higher life against this influence, an 
influence infinitely worse than that of 
the generous millionaire, the influence 
of the mediocre wh'o have been in a 
small way successful in business. And 
le t it be here said that if this medi- 
ocrity succeeds in devitalizing the 
church that it is not the fault of this 
mediocrity nor its wish perhaps. 
It 


simply knowa no better. 
The fault 


lies wholly with the man at the head 
of the church, who for small ambi- 
ticwi'a sake, for the pleasure of flowery 
praise, or for the want of character, 
spirituality and power permits 
the 


dominance of this class and the degen- 
eracy of his charge. How far is this 
thing true and how long will it last? 
It is true so far as the negative man 
has entered the ministry and will be 
with us so long as this kind of man 
gets into the ministry and remains 
there. 
x 


Tho church will suffer so long as the 


man without guile and with nothfns 
else is thought to be fit. material for 
the pulpit. 


Generally, this kind of man develops 


an ear Inordinately sensitive to flat- 
tery. Then he sits steeped in eulogy 
devising means to show his apprecia- 
tion and gratitude. And then all is 
lost save the name of church. 


At this point the mutual admiration 


society begins.

The performance of clowns in a big 


circus is arranged and put on with the 
same* care and attention to details as 
is given a nrst performance of a comic 
opera, writes Forepaugh & Sells press 
agent.

They 
begin their rehearsals weeks before 
the circus proper.

that stands for religion and no1 for 
mere form. In these days the church 
seems to be losing some 'of its power, 
but religion has not lost its power, 
When it does civilization ancTthe world 
will rapidly pass to dacay.PresThwing 
spoke of the vast importance of books 
Burn the books, said he, and you would 
largely destroy the influences of all 
the past. Literature 'is mighty as an 
expression of the best that Is in man- 
kind. 
Man is an outcome of all the 


past, and the noblest. 
The power to 


think which man possesses, is supreme 
In speaking of thinking one 
of 
the 


great steel kings of Cleveland recently 
told Mr. Thwingr that Vhe kind of men 
he was looking for was the kind that 
could think. He had no trouble in get- 
ting plenty of men who could 
worK 


out his Ideas, but he wanted men with 
ideas of their own and who could ffive 
ideas to him. The speaker further Il- 
lustrated 
the value of thinking by 


telling hew Rockefeller on the 
golf 


links usually wins because he studies 
the game carefully and deliberates on 
it as earnestly as he would on a mat- 
ter of business. 


But the mightiest of all agencies of 


civilization is the school. The teacher 
represents the essence of the family, 
which is love. Wherever love has van- 
ished the family as a holy .institution 
has passed away. 
Any teacher who 


does not love her duties has no right 
to be called a teacher. She must give 
to her work and to her pupils love, not 
of the emotional sort, but that Christ- 
ian love which carries with it the pow- 
er to do, t° suffer, and to die if need 
be. 


In speaking o; th«j church President 


Thwing said 
he was not a Catholic, 


but he could worship in a 
Catholic 


church or a Jewish synagogue. It is 
not the church form, but our relations 
to the Infinite that oossesse the most 
Importance and is the mighty force in 
life. It would rather trust my child 
to a Roman Catholic teacher than to a 
man or woman who is wholly unrelig- 
ious.

Referring to books the speaker con- 


sidered poetry and biography the best 
two typss. Great poems bring to us 
what we got In no other way and biog- 
raphy '.s very profitable reading, for 
the story of a great life helps to make 
a great life. We would give much for 
an hour's talk with Gladstone, a walk 
with Lincoln or a conversatloft with 
the poet Milton, but poetically all of 
thftse things are within our reach in 
our libraries. 


The speaker then called the atten- 


tion of the class to themselves. They, 
are and should be better than their 
work. There must be personal qual'- 
ities in the teacher which will win 
love of and exert an 
Influence upon 


those who are under the teacher. No. 
ble school 
buildings and equipments 


may be provFded but the teacher that 
Is not more and better than all these 
will be a failure and the right kind of 
a teachar can do grand work in a 7 
by 9 red school house. The family, 
and all the elements of civilization are. 
Incarnate In the teacher, who is con- 
sequently the mightiest force In civil- 
ization and In American 
life today- 


Those who are about to enter this ca!I-» 
Ing were reminded that their chief re- 
ward would be In tho 
consciousness 


of duty well done. They were told that 
they would not receive many prizes, 
would 
not have much 
leisure and 


probably not much wealth but their 
live* could be made 'he most forceful 


presidents, bat if conscientious they 
in their v°rk will educate, many who 
will be fit to be president. Duty, the 
last word spoken by Horace Mann, 
must be their watchword and tc- them 
would come great opportunities for 
making this good old worii beU(*r, 
The'address was heartily applauded.

Her father had not fully re- 
covered and she wrote a sharp letter 
saying she would do nothing for her 
husband in the way of a pardon or 
getting him Out on probation.

he would stay In jail for the 


rest of his time. This letter ansrered 
him and It was after its receipt that 
he planned to escape-. Williams Can- 
not read nor writo and he got some 
man at the jail to read the letter to 
him. 


Some surprise has been 
expressed 


that a man like Williams sent down 
for six months for quite a serious dis- 
turbance,, should wtihin 20 days of the 
time he was sent to jail be 
made a 


"trusty" and allowed to go practically 
where h(> pleased. 
One of the Pitts- 


field papers in describing the escape 
says that Williams had been a"trusty" 
for at least two" weeks before his cg- 
caoe. 


Accounts differ a sto the way the 


escape was made. One of tho Pitts- 
field papers tells thp story as told in 
yesterday's Transcript, that Williams: 
was working about the barn. Another 
paper, howevec, says that he was al- 
lowed to go to a farm half a mile 
away with another prisoner and that 
Williams "shook" the other prisoner 
by going In swimming

Kite Style, Look* and. Manner* of 


This Mirror of Fashion. 


An udmirabla pen picture of George 


Bryan Brummel, batter known as "Bouu 
Brummel," is given in nu interesting 
sketch in the London Argosy entitled 
"The Reign of the Dandies." 
"Uutil 


Brummel came upon the scene," says 
the writer, 'The prince regent, though 
not remarkable for his taste, had, tbanks 
to his rank, been constituted the 'master 
of the elcgaacies,' or leader of the dan- 
dies, but l«e was at once dethroned by 
the superior genius of Brummel, who 
retained the sovereignty till the year 
1817. 
During this period he became the 


model of all men who wished to dress 
well, and when he had struck out a new 
idea he would smile at its gradual prog- 
ress downward from the highest to the 
lowest classes. To the last of his stay ia 
England he continued to wear powder, 
rathar priding himself upoa preserving 
this remnant of the vieille cour. 


"His clothes were a perfect study. The 


coat was generally of blue cioth and its 
collar raised against the back of the 
head, like the hood of a monk—a style 
familiar to us in pictures and minia- 
tures of tlio period. The buckskin or nan- 
keen breeches wore so iucroclibly tight 
that they could only be got on with im- 
mense labor and could only be taken off 
in the same manner as an eel is divested 
of its skin. Thon came a waistcoat about 
four inches ^ong, open on the chest, dis- 
playing a stiff white mnslin cravat. Hes- 
sian*boots completed the costume, and to 
these the Beau paid particular attention. 
They were commonly reported as being 
blackeaed au vin cle champagne. At any 
rate, two shoemakers were supposed to 
insure the pcrfectcess of their fit. One 
made the right and the other the left 
foot. 
He had three glovers for his 


gloves, one of whom was exclusively 
charged with the cutting out of his 
thumbs. Three hairdressers were likewise 
engaged to dress bis hair. 


"As for the personal appearance of this 


sublime dandy, 'his face,' we read, 'was 
rather long, his features neither plain nor 
ugly, his forehead unusually high, hair 
light brown, whiskers inclined to be 
snady, eyes gray and full of oddity.' 
His 


conversation, without having the wit and 
humor of Lord Alvanley, another of the 
dandies, was highly agreeable and amus- 
ing. 
Indeed, Brummel has never been 


surpassed or equaled since. 


"The Prince of Wales would frequently 


come of a morning to the Beau's house 
In Chesterfield street to witness his toilet 
and to acquire the art of tying his own 
neckerchief n la mode. For many years, 
notwithstanding the great disparity of 
rank, Brumtue) continued the prince's 
intimate friend. 
At last, however, a 


coolness sprang op between, them, and 
'the mirror of fashiuV was forbidden the 
royal presence."

The judiciary and the 
legal fraternity of New Yorfc city, how- 
ever, do not appear io be unanimous 
on this point, says tlie New York 
World. 


James W. Osborne, the assistant dis- 


trict attorney, who tried so hard to 
convict Dr. Kennedy, said the other 
day: 


"I do not think it is true that murder 


! trials in this state take up more time 
. than in other states. It all depends 


upon the amount of testimony. I have 
known murder trials in ttis city to be 
finished in one day. Many require but 
two or three. But tbe public scarcely 
bears of these trials, for they are not 
sensational—just plain murders—and 
the newspapers do not give space to 
tueni. For instance, an Italian shoe- 
leaker stabs an Italian fruit vender to 
death. 
The murderer lias no rich 


friends who can contribute money for 
appeals nnd stays, and consequently he 
is quickly disposed of, and yery few 
ever notice 5t. 


"Justices of this state and others, too, 


are rather prone to grant concessions 
to a man accused of murder, and that 
is why murderers so often get stays 
and new trials. There is an undenia- 
ble sentiment in this state against cap- 
ital punishment even among the jus- 
tices. When undecided as to whether 
to grant a new trial, a justice almost 
invariably swings around and decides 
to 'give the poor devil the benefit of 
any chance,' and this is the reason that 
even when a murderer is convicted it is 
bard, if he has money to take liis case 
to the higher courts, to send him to tbe 
chair. 


"This is wbat makes It seem to the 


public, in tbe cases of notorious mur- 
derers, as if the trials dragged on for- 
ever. It is not the trials that drag un- 
necessarily, but tbe many legal pro- 
ceedings to prolong bis days on earth. 


"I believe we could secure many 


more convictions in murder cases if 
imprisonment for life instead of the 
death penalty wore the punishment. 
Jurors are timorous about inflicting tbe 
dcatb penalty because of tbe general 
sentiment against capital punishment, 
but if imprisonment for life were tbe 
penalty for tbe crime they would hare 
no hesitancy in bringing in a verdict 
In the first degree. 


•'There are in Isew York county only 


45,000 men upon whom we can call for 
jury duty, whereas in proportion to tbe 
population tliere ought to be 450,000. 
Many classes are completely exempt 
from service. This makes jury duty 
unwelcome, for the same men are call- 
ed repeatedly, and they will perjure' 
themselves ratber tban lose their time 
Crora business. Therefore it takes much 
longer tban it should to fill the jury- 
bos: in a murder trial. Tbe fear these 
men bave that they may be called up- 
on to send a murderer to the chair in- 
duces them to evade serving in every, 
way possible. 


"But, after all, the whole question 


simmers down to one of testimony. In 
tbe Molineux ease tbere were 96 wit- 
nesses to examine. In the Bosschieter 
case tberf, were not more than a dozen, 
and only half a dozen important ones, 
so that it was easy to rush tbe trial 
through. It is bardly fair to compare 
such a case with the Molineux and 
Kennedy cases, in which whole bat- 
talions of witnesses bad to be exam- 
ined. 


"The rapidity of tbe trial of Holmes, 


the man who confessed to 27 murders 
afterwaru, was due to the few witness- 
es to be examined. Tbe case against 
him was so overwhelming that tbere 
was. nothing to cause tbe trial to be 
spun out. Take tbe Eastman case in 
Massachusetts, tbe Eorcleu trial in tbe 
same state and tbe trial of Mrs. George 
for murdering George D. Saxton, Mrs. 
McKinley's brother, and you will see 
that no better time was made tban in 
famous cases in Xew York state. 


"In tbe Kennedy trials there was an 


Immense amount of testimony to be gnt 
before tbe jury, and a lar^e number of 
witnesses bad to be examined. I don't 
tbink New Jersey or Ohio or Pennsyl- 
vania could have made any better time 
tban we did." 


Justice Cowing, in part one, general 


icssions, said: 


"I do think, however, that too mucb 


Hme by far is spent by lawyers in tbe 
pxamination of witnesses at murder 
trials. I tbink tbe time required for 
Ibis could be cut down three-fourths. 
I hope tbere may be some legislative 
remedy for this in tbe future. Put I 
don't think New York state Is slower 
(vith Its murder trials than the rest of 
Ibc world. For instance, tbe Tichborne 
trial In England was considerably lon- 
ger tban any case that I can recall 


j here." 


Recorder Goffi said: "Are trials of 


murderers longer in this state tban 
elsewhere? I did not know it. If it Is 
so, I do not know why."

Soon after Judge Chambers was sent to 


Bamoa by President Cleveland he attend- 
ed oce of the great gala festivities and 
feasts so famous among the natives of 
these Pacific islands. These feasts are 
never to be forgotten by those who once 
attend. 
The natives come from many 


miles around the islands. Most of them 
reach Apia, where the feasts take place, 
in buats. Sometimes there are over 500 
boats, with from 2 to Si oars each, con- 
taining persons enough to fill them. 


The scone is one cf the most pictur- 


esque to la found in any part of the 
world. Before the feasts boat races and 
aquatic sports take place in the harbor of 
Apia, and up to the time the islands were 
partitioned the representatives of the for- 
eign governments were interested specta- 
tors, and" the natives considered the pres- 
ence of the foreigners a great and impor- 
tant honor. 


The feasts miglit be called picnics, for 


they are held in the open air, but instead 
of pies, pickles, cakes, sandwiches and 
lemonade, the customary refreshments at 
picnics, the natives kill and roast hua- 
dreds of pigs, geese, chickens and other 
fowls, besides having many varieties of 
fish. Some beautiful grove is the only 
table, and the ground where the foo'd is 
spread is covered with the rich green 
leaves of the banana tree. The greatest 
hospitality is always evidenced, the na- 
tives paying especial attention to their 
guests. 


At the conclusion of the feasf it is the 


custom to divide the remaining food 
among the people, it being proportioned 
eccording to position—tbe higher a man 
stands the larger the amount of left over 
food he has sent to his house. In this, 
as during the course of the feast, there is 
the greatest precision in the manage- 
ment. At no time is there a scramble. 
Tile occasion is a delightful one to people 
unaccustomed to it. 


"All the native chiefs bring flags of 


Borne kind when coming to the feasts 
and take the greatest care of them," said 
Jndge Chambers Ja describing a Samoan 
feast to a group of friends. "They are 
fond of any kind of flag. Those chiefs 
p-ho cannpt secure tbe flags of nations 
use fancy pieces of cloth and tattered 
garments. He is a poor man, an unim- 
portant chief who does not own a flag. 
Looking out on the beautiful scene in the 
harbor of Samoa on this gala day that I 
have spoken of, I noticed a boat flying a 
flag that I could not make out. I took ft 
glass and saw what I thought was a Con- 
federate flag. I could -not believe it pos- 
BibJe, however, and waited until the boat 
came nearer. Then I saw plainly that it 
was a genuine flag of the Confederacy. I 
naturally was greatly interested and sent 
one of my servants to ask the chief to 
come to see me. 


"When he came, I began questioning 


him about the flag, but he would give me 
no information. He was a man of good 
features and was apparently a chief of 
consequence in his neighborhood. I, of 
course, wanted to get possession of the 
flag nnd did act suppose that I would 
have the least trouble in doing so, par- 
ticularly as the natives were fond of ex- 
changing flags, and that of the United 
States was a favorite with them, the flag 
of England being next and of Germany 
nest. 


"I offered the chief a flag of the Unit- 


ed States for his Confederate flag. He 
said quietly that he could not make tho 
exchange. I then offered him a new flag 
cf England or of Germany. He refused 
these also, and I suspected that he was 
trying to drive a shrewd bargain with 
me. I next offered him a bolt of cloth 
worth considerable money, and when be 
refused that I offered him a barrel of 
meat, tbe most tempting and costly thing 
in the mind of a native. 
As nothing 


could induce him to make the exchange, I 
asked him his reasons for refusing. 


"In reply he said that one day long 


ago a white man came to his hut. H« 
supposed the man had come from Apia. 
He had several bundles in his possesses 
and preserved them with the utmost 
care. The stranger, the chief told me, 
was a man of great dignity and of an 
amiable disposition. 
The natives soon 


came to love him much and took pleasure 
In providing him with every delicacy 
they could obtain. The chief Ijimself be- 
came deeply attached to "him, 
and when 


the white man's health began to fall 
there was universal regret among the 
natives. When the stranper saw that his 
end was near, he called the chief to him 
and directed that one of the bundles in 
his possession be opened. Then there 
was displayed a beautiful silken flag, but 
woru by handling. 
" 'Sec that flag?' said the stranger. 


'Well, it was the flag of my nation—a 
great people. It went down in defeat, 
but I decided that it should never be sur- 
rendered. So I left home, kinsmen and 
fricnda and came here with it. I am 
going to give it to you. Never let a white 
man have it in his hands.' 


"That was the dying injunction of the 


stranger, ami the chief had sworn that 
the flag should always remain with him. 
Ho had made his tribe swear to keep it 
and never part with it; that when he died 
the succeeding chief should take it and 
bury it where no human being would 
ever find it. 


"The chief's story was told in simple 


but affecting words. I made many other 
offers to secure the (lag, but he was firm 
to the end and went away that afternoon 
with the flag in his boat. I instituted 
some inquiries later and sent several na- 
tives to the chief's home to make offers, 
but they were unsuccessful. 


"When I came back to this country and 


told the story to some 
Confederate 


friends, th<\v agreed to take steps to re- 
cover the flng if possible. Some yenrs 
Inter they began a systematic effort, but 
the old chief had passed away, the flnp 
had disappeared, nnd the members of th? 
tribe would give no information as to its 
whereabouts."—Washington Star.

away and forcing the inhabitants to seek 
other quarters. There are hundreds ol 
these places that are almost forgotten 
DOW rven by the men who are constantly 
on the river. What brings about these 
violent changes along the banks of the 
river? • Not floods. It is just the ordi- 
nary doings of the stream. 
' "In the first place, the current of the 
Mississippi is wonderfully swift, and the 
•ediment deposited at any point where 
resistance to the flow is offered is great 
Tie a string to the neck of a bottle and 
•ink it, with the mouth of the bottle up 
and open. If held in one place where the 
flow is normal, in an extremely short pe- 
riod of time'the bottle wiy fill with sedi- 
ment. Stretch a net across the river, a 
net so finely woven that nothing but the 
pure water of the river can pass through, 
and on account of the rapidity of the flow 
and the greatness of the deposit of sedi- 
ment almost in a twinkling the rivei 
would be dammed at that point. 
Ex- 


perts have admitted this. 
This brings 


me to the point of my narrative. The 
flow of currents is frequently interfered 
With by sunken boats, perhaps by a jack 
staff sticking up above the surface, Tho 
current is diverted by degrees, generally 
touching the far side of the stream a 
mile from the point, where it again meets 
resistance and immediately begins the 
building of a sand bar. 


"I have seen a thousand examples oi 


this sort during ray career on the river, 
and I hare known of instances where th« 
root of a tree or the mere twig of a wil- 
low has brought about similar conditions. 
These things have tended to make a rid- 
dle out of the river, yet the stream aftei 
awhile will be handled so ns to undo all 
that it has accomplished in this way,"— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat.

KRUGER'S VISIT HERE," 


Preparation* For Oom PntU'» Recep- 


tion la. America Being Blade. 


The Boer sympathizers in the United 


States are making preparations for Mr. 
Krager's expected visit to the United 
States in the autumn, which was an- 
nounced some time ago by Montague 
White, tne Transvaal representative In 
Washington, says the New York Times. 
0. W. Van der Hoogt, an active Boer 
sympathizer of Washington, who re- 
cently returned from New York, sayp 
a conference cf leading pro-Boers was 
•held in that city a few days ago and 
that the chairman of the reception 
committee was chosen. He will be 
Consul General Pierce of the Orange 
Free State, whose office is in New 
York. 


Mr. Van der Hoogt says the Boei 


agents in tile United States are in pos- 
session of complete information, botb 
by telegraph and mail, about the prog- 
ress of the war and that their cable 
advices show that Mrs. Botha's visit 
to Mr. Kruger is in no way connected 
with peace, negotiations.. Mrs. Botha 
took with her to Europe detailed, in- 
formation from her husband and from 
General Schalkburger, the acting presi- 
dent 


"Cable advices of a private nature 


which I saw while in New York," said 
Mr. Van der Hoogt, "prove beyond 
all doubt that the Boers have gained 
great ground, that they are now in con- 
trol of all the country in the Trans- 
vaal, Orange Free State and Natal and 
that all that tbe_English control is the 
main cities and The stations along the 
railroad lines. The seat of the Boer 
government is still in the Ermelo dis- 
trict, which is within 40 miles of Pre- 
toria. In the Orange Free State and 
in the Transvaal the Boers have 15,000 
regular fighting men in the field, and 
the force invading Cape Colony is made 
np of about 4,000 picked men, divided 
up into mobile bands, who are recruit- 
ing constantly and sending the recruits 
to Botha and De Wet" 


Mr. Van der Hoogt said that General 


Botha was permitted to communicate 
by cable with Mr, Kruger on condition 
that he would get Kruger to agree to 
certain peace terms, favorable to Great 
Britain, and that the British authori- 
ties should see the dispatches. 
Botha 


carried out the agreement and Km- 
ger's reply was that independence was 
the first basis of any terms of peace. 


MACHINE TO. HANDLE FRUIT 


Electric De-vice Expected to Save It* 


Coat, f35,AOO, the Pint Year. 


In the immediate future there will be 


Installed at the Illinois Central's fruit 
wharf in New Orleans by the United 
Fruit company an apparatus operated 
by electricity that will almost automat- 
ically unload the fruit vessels that 
bring their cargoes to New Orleans. 
The machine is the invention of a Phil- 
adelphian, S. J. Sidney, and it will cost 
In the neighborhood of r$35,000 to erect. 
It will save this much nearly in tbe 
handling of bananas alone in a year 
and will revolutionize that part of the 
fruit business. 


Incidentally it will dispense with tbe 


greater part of tho Italian labor em- 
ployed on the wharf. Now it costs the 
fruit Importers 2% cents a bunch for 
tbe handling of bananas. The machin- 
ery will cut this to 1% cents a bunch. 
Last year 8,000,000 bunches were han- 
dled at this wharf, and the prospects 
are that the imports next year will be 
much larger. For the privilege of al- 
lowing the United Fruit company to 
place in position this wonderful money 
saver the board of commissioners of 
the port of New Orleans will receive 
$600 tbe first year of ita operation and 
11,000 each succeeding year.

Plain feed is, on th£ vrhole, more ac- 


ceptable to fhe economy than ar* rich 
morseU. It is very questionable whether 
from the strictly nutritive point of view 
champagne and oysters are, after all, ia 
health aa advance upon ginger beer and 
cockles, whether turtle is preferable to 
calf's head, or caviare to soft herring roe, 
or plovers' eggs superior t» the ordinary 
eggs of the harn door bird. But there is 
a vast difference between the price of 
chaiapugne, say, at 10 shillings a bottle 
and ginger beet at a peony a bottle, and 
between oysters at 3s. 6d. a dozen and 
cockles at GO for a peony, and between 
turtle soup at 10s. 6d. a pint and calf's 
head soup at sixpence a plateful. 


We shall be pretty correct in stating 


that the man who buys common eggs in- 
stead. of plovers' eggs and calf's head in- 
stead of turtle and a pigeon instead of a 
partridge is the gainer, at any rate from 
the economically nutritive point cf view. 
In other words, the price of an article ol 
food by no meana seta -upon it iis food 
Taluo, and the difference represented be- 
tween the price of champagne and ginger 
beer, between that of oysters and cockles, 
etc., is the price paid for pleasing the pal- 
ate, which extravagance is probably the 
penalty of a mental rather than, a bodily 
demand. 


But physiologically it is akin to substi- 


tutipg diamonds for coals ia the steam 
engine. 
Luxurious foods are, strictly 


epeaking, creatwe comforts, while plain 
foods are bodily necessities. It must bo 
admitted, however, tl^at, as a rale, choice 
tasting game and meats are necessarily 
tender and therefore easy of assimilation. 
But cltsriy there panst be a limit tp-the 
appropriation of food by the body, and 
this limit may be reached just as easily 
by means of good, plain and tender food 
as by food of a rarer sort. 


According- to this view, there ronst be a 


freat physiological extravagance going 
on from day to day. ID the matter of 
beverages the same sort of extravagance 
occurs. Euormons prices are given for 
ft particularly choice wine, but here, 
again, it is practically certain that the hu- 
man economy gains little or nothing by it. 


Does tho man who drinks a claret ol 


choice vintage at, say, 10 shillings a bot- 
tle derive any material advantage ovei 
the man who drinks his shilling bottle of 
vin ordinaire? It is dotibtful. 
In anj 


case, the prices asked for wine at big ho- 
tels are so monstrously high and the win* 
offered is so often bad that this fact 
alone accounts for an increasing demand 
for whisky as a dianer beverage. There 
are obviously considerable physiological 
sin and wantonness committed in tbe 
choice of food and in the quantity con> 
turned. — London Lancet. 


"Wanted to Be Kicked. 


It Is related of Horace Greeley, whose 


handwriting was notoriously illegible, 
that oa one occasion an editorial of his 
fell into the hands of a new compositor, 
who made a fearful bungle of it. As he 
set it the bit of copy made sense, but it 
was not the meaning Mr. Greeley intend- 
ed to convey. 


The following evening Mr. Greelej* 


reached the office in no enviable mood 
and lost little time in tramping up to the 
composing room on the floor above. Hert 
he encountered the eight foreman, and 
the air was blue with the chiefs impre 
cations. As soon as it, became possibh 
to make oneself heard above this verbal 
tempest Mr. Greeley was informed ol 
the circumstances and that it was noi

His best trick 
was shooting two swallows with ont 
bullet. He would make bets on this, and 
when feeling right would win the monej 
nine times out of ten. It is hard enough 
to shoot one swallow on the wing, anc 
to shoot two of them with one bullet in- 
creases the difficulty tenfold.

Taking 340 people aged from 80 to 90 
years, they inquired into their family his- 
tory. Here is the result: 


There was cancer in 44 families; con- 


sumption in 65 families; gout in 30 fami- 
lies; rheumatism in 59 families; insanity 
in 13 families; apoplexy and paralysis in 
42 families. 


Thus there was a history of deadly dis- 


eases in the families of 253 of the old peo- 
ple. 
In 47 more families there was like- 


wise some grave disease. And only 40 
families were free, or said to be free, 
from those maladiec which usually are 
•upposed to be hereditary.

Changes in the Faculty 


The chief feature of the Williams 


commencement yesifii-day was the all- 
day session of the board of trustees. 
The principal business was concern- 
ing the successor of Dr. Carter, who 
resigned at the last meeting of the 
board, r, ith the request that his re- 
signation take effect September 1. 


The committee which was appointed 


at the last meeting' to consider the 
resignation and bring in resolutions 
reported, accenting 
the 
resignation, 


with reluctancy and presenting reso- 
lutions, reviewing the faithful service 
of 
President 
Carter to the college. 


The resolutions 
were accented and 


placed on file and ths committee dis- 
charged. 


The hoard then appointed John D. 


Hewitt, LL D., Garfleld professor of 
ancient languages, acting president 
during- the absence of Dr. Carter, or 
in the interim after he has laid down 
his duties and the election of his suc- 
cessor. 
The meeting was adjourned 


until today, but it js not known wheth 
er the 
presidential matter will be 


brought up again till October. 


There was a free discussion yester- 


day over the choice of a new presi- 
dent. 
The choice drew finally to two 


men, 
Rev. Dr. Henry Hookins, '58, of 


Kansas City, and Prof. E. H. Griffin, 
'62, of Johns Hopkins university. The 
trustees were quite 
evenly 
divided 


between these two men.

was continued until September 1. 


Professor W. L. Milham, who will 


return from Europe 
in the summer 


was giv;n full direction of the astrorr- 
omical observatories and the athletic 
council was given charge of Weston 
field. 


The matter of remodeling the inter- 


ior of Griffin hall was left with the 
treasurer, Charles S. Cole, 
and Dr, 


Henry Lafavour and the plans for the 
changes werfe handed over 
to them. 


The plans call for two large lecture 
rooms on each of the three floors, with 
an office for the professor adjoining 
each. This improvement will cost $10,- 
000 and will probably be
